CONFERENCE REPORT 
DEBATED 


Hitt 
Urges Adoption — Boutelle'g 


Vigorous Opposition Prevents 


a Vote Bciiiff. Takeu. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The house to- 


day revived the agitation of the question 
of Oubai belligerency. Mr. Hitt, chair- 
man of the foreign affaire committee, 
called up the conference report on the 
Cuban resolutions. The report agreed 
to the senate resolutions, the first of 
which declared, in the opinion of con- 
gress, that a atate of public war existed 
in Cuba and that the United States 
Should maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the belligerents, and the second 
requested the President to use hie 
friendly offices with the Spanish gov- 
ernment for the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. Tbe conferees orig- 
inally agreed "oa the house resolutions, 
the most important of which favored in* 
tervention if necessary, but when the 
senate rejected the report of the confer- 
ees the new conferees decided to accept 
the senate resolutions. 


Mr. Hltt moved the adoption ol the 


conference report. After explaining the 
parliamentary statue and pointing out 
the difference between the senate and 
house resolution, Mr. Hitt said: 
• "Mr. 
Speaker, the two resolutions 


which your conference committee have 
agreed to and now report, propose, first, 
that we should accord to the people of 
Cuba belligerent rights, and second, 
tender friendly oOices to the Spanish 
government for the recognition of Cuban 
independence. Those resolutions passed 
the senate on the 28th of February by a 
majority of 58 votes. 


"On March 2d the bouse adopted iu 


place of them by 215 majority three res- 
olutions, the first of which proposed the 
recognition of belligerent rights, the 
second the use of our good ollices and 
friendly influence iu the establishment 
of a government by the choice of the 
people of Cuba; nnd third, that we, 
should be prepared to protect the inter- 
ests of American citizens in Cuba by in- , 
terveution, if necessary. 
: 


"It will be seen that each of the first 


resolutions propose a recognition of bel- 
ligerency. The second resolution «a we 
adopted it was in more cautious form 
: 


• than the senate resolution, and Spain 


could not, unless persistently seeking a 
quarrel, have resented such a proposi- 
tion; while the resolution of the senate, 
proposing independence, was more ex- 
posed to captious objection. 


"A proposition by one nation to an- 


other in ordinary peaceful time to rocoii- 
nhe tbe independence of a part of its 
territory would be offensive. For er- 
ample, a proposition by Great Britain 
to our government to recognize the inde- 
pendence of New England or California. 
But when a war between a parent gov- 
ernment and a dependency hae been 
going on for a considerable time, and 
when separation is tho best solution of 
tho war, the mediation or friendly coun- 
sel of another nhtion to polve no exist- 
ing struggle by recognizing independ- 
ence may be a truly friendly act. 


"In cases almost paecieely parallel 


where Spain was at war with her de- 
pendencies on this continent in the 
early part of this century our govern- 
ment did iu fucb ttiko tho very action 
nroposed in this second resolution. Dur- 
ing the presidency of Madison Spain 
was at war with her American colonies. 
The colonies refused to open any negoti- 
ations unless tho knowledgement of 
their independence wn.8 made its basis, 
and » little later President Monroe said : 
'To promote that result (independence) 
by friendly councils with other powers, 
including Spain herself, has been the 
uniform policy of this government.1 


"In his meamifie of 1821 he repeats 


tills language n second time—almost the 
language of 
this second resolution. 


Again, during the ten years' struggle be- 
tween Spain nnd thn people of Cuba, 
from 1803 to 1878, General Grant, though 
our representative at Madrid, offered 
the good olli 'OS of the United States to 
bring that war to a cloao on tho basis of 
Cuban independence, Spain to be paid 
an indemnity which the United States 
should guarantee. 
"The recognition of the bollifjeroncy 


of the struggling Cuban people right 
now is a far more important nod imme- 
diately practical question. That is the 
point covered by the llrst resolution, 
both by the senate and the house, and 
transcends anything else. It ia to the 
question of recognizing their belliger- 
ency that our people have given their 
earnest attention everywhere through- 
out the United States. They have sent 
to this house petitions and memorials 
beyond number, coming from legisla- 
tures, chambers of commerce, boards ol 
trade, societies and individual citizens, 
by tena of thousands. On the other 
side, individual members have received 
letters from citizens deprecating any 
action whatever. These letters are al- 
most always from thoae who call them- 
selves business men—brokers and finan- 
cial men who are opposed to any agita- 
tion or discussion of a foreign question, 
and seem to care very little about either 
the Cubans or Spaniards, hut ciielly 
about the market. 


"The unmistakable voice of the people 


of the United States, as expressed in 
the innermost majority given in this 
house (262 to 17) is in favor of recogni- 
tion of the belligerency of the Cubans. 
It is against this that nil tho Spanish 
influences in this country are moat 
Strenuously exerted. It is to this hope 
of recognition of belligerency that all 
Cubans and friends of Cuba turn. The 
reason is plain. They know it would be 
of importance and inestimable assist- 
ance to the Cuban cause. It woulc 
give them a flag; it would give them a 
status in the world. If they procured a 
vessel and entered Now York harbor 
tomorrow with their lone star (IBR they 
would be liable to bo treated as pirates. 
The Spanish minister would immedi- 
ately claim this should be done. But 
with a recognized flag they could ente 
as the shipa from all countries do 
They could 
buy munitions of wa 


openly; they could buy supplies o 
«very kind. Men could go openly, i 
not in armed expeditions, to join them 
They could negotiate loans—ncgotiat 
them as openly as tho Spaniards d 
now. 
"The Spanish government buys mu 


nitiona of war at Hartford and at Phila 
dolphia—buya supplies, loads ships—i 
fact, the United SUtoa is today the has 
of operations in a furious war to crur 
those who are atrugglinff for liberty, ai 
our government has been busied for 
year in obeying the intimations of th 
Spanish minister.

In a recent Btate- 
lent by the Spanish minister, ad- 
reesed to the people of the United 
tates, he said that Spain had sent 125,- 
100 men to Cuba. With this great army 
more than forty war vessels have been 
o-operating to phut the Cubans in and 
ubdue them. Far from being subdued, 
ley have fought on successfully for a 
ear, each month and each week press- 
ng forward, bringing province after 
rovince under their power until their 
uthority haa extended over 600 miles 
om the eastern to the western end of 
ie island and the Spanish forces are 
jday largely penned in the cities. 
"The million white people of Cuba, 
nee organized into an independent 
vernment, will soon settle into a 
ible condition and enter upon a career 
prosperity. It is our duty to treat 
lem today with fairness, to observe a 
eutrailty that ie real. 
"We are under no obligations to favor 
pain and oppression as against Cuba 
nd freedom.

Sweeping: Humau Beings, Cabins, 


Etc., Before Them. 


CCXCINSATI, April 3.—A special from 


Boonevllie, Ky., says: A cloudburst on 
Little Sexton and Buffalo creeks ia re- 
ported which did great damage to prop- 
erty, and It is thought that probably 
fourteen persons were drowned. Sexton 
creek rises near Burning Springe, and is 
one of the feeders of the South fork of 
the Kentucky river. It flows in some 
places through deep gorges. Through 
these gorges the stream rushes when jn 
flood tide with the speed of a race horse, 
and striking the bottom lands below, 
spreads out with wonderful rapidity. 


People little thouaht that the little 


brook would rise ao rapidly or was"capT- 
ble of gathering euch a volume of wa- 
ter. The cloudburst occurred up in the 
gorges, the water gathered in a moment, 
and a wild flood poured down in a solid 
wall, carrying death and destruction in 
its path. Five people were drowned by 
ibe Little Sexton. 


Buffalo creek is even more crooked 


and tortuous than Little Sexton, and by 
its actions after the burst nine people 
are believed to have lost their lives. A 
jreat many logs were hurled down with 
the tide, and these speedily knocked the 
cabins and out buildines to pieces. 


On Sexton creek and its tributaries 


five were drowned. 
Jackson county 


suffered heavily, as did Clay and Owsly. 
It was the most disastrous flood in 
years, and came so quickly that it is a 
wonder any of the valley people es- 
caped. 


Cost Per Capita of Maintaining the 


Inmates. 


SACHAMENTO, April 3,—At a meeting of 


the state board of examiners today the 
cost of tbe maintenance of the inmates 
of the asylum for the deaf, dumb and 
blind at Berkeley was made the subject 
of investigation. 
It waa ascertained 


that tho cost per capita was greater 
there than in any public institution in 
the state. This the board of examiners 
held was due to the fact that the sup- 
plies for the institution were not con- 
tacted for in tbe proper manner. 
It 


developed during the investigation that 
the cost per year for each inmate was 
-268. 
Governor Budd had feared there might 


w a deficiency in the appropriation for 
the state prison at San Quentm and 
cited Edgar J. Depue, president of the 
)oard of prison directors, to appear be- 
ore the examiners. Depue showed that 
bere was suflicieut money at the dis- 
posal of the diiectors to meet all prob- 
able outtaya.

She eeeins willing to tell more, 
mt acting under instructions of her at- 
orney does not go as far as the officers 
would like. She is in a delicate condi- 
ion, and it is thought that sho will 
ioon be balled out of jail.

His collec- 
tions appeared to be right, the footings 
were right, but the cash was short regu- 
larly. Ho has a large family, and was 
highly reanected until tho disclosures 
were made that he had defrauded trust- 
ing employers.

WILLING TO PUT UP. 


MURDERED HIS WIFE 


AND HIS MOTHER-IN-LAW AND 


ATTEMPTED SDICIDE. 


Deeds of a Jealous Husband Subse- 


quent to a Family 


Quarrel. 


CLINTON, Ills., April 3.— About 4.30 


this afternoon this otty was thrown into 
tho wildest excitement by a double mur- 
dorandattompted suicide. l£d. Polen, 
formerly employed at .the shops of the 
[llinois Central railroad murdered his 
wife, formerly Miss Myrtle Green, and 
-.is :!iother-in-law, 
Mrs, luuliiunen, 


and than "tifjnipiud suicide by throwing 
limself in front of an east bound freight 
train. Jealousy is given as his roaeon 
for committing the horible deed. Polen 
left here a short time ago for Croston, 
Iowa, and bad just returned with the 
intention of getting his wife to return 
there. 


Today he went to his mother-in-law's 


to talk the matter over with his wife. 
Family quarrels wore renewed and this 
interview resulted in a quarrel and Mrs. 
McMullen interforriiiK, Polen, in his 
rage, grabbed u double barreled shot- 
gun, when both women lied and got into 
a neighbor's yard. Polen emptied onu 
barrel at his wHu, striking her juet be- 
hind the right ear, killing her instantly. 
As Mrs. Polen fell forward on her face, 
Mrs. McMullen looked around just in 
time to receive the full charge of tho 
second barrel in her face. Both women 
were found lying just as they fell. 


Polen coolly walked a few steps, 


stopped, reloaded his gun, and ran east 
to the railroad. A freight train was 
pulling In. The ollicers and citizens 
were so cloae behind him that he 
dropped his gun and threw himself in 
front of the engine. The pilot struck 
him on the head, inflicting injuries 
which are pronounced fatal. He was 
then lodged in jail. Tonight a great 
crowd of excited citizens assembled in 
front of thft jail, but Mayor McGill mi- 
dressed them and said Polen would die 
of his injuries, and the crowd finally 
dispersed.

South African lions are, beyond ques- 


ion, tho boldest of all predatory aiii- 
twls, and those of Mashoi.nlaud are per- 
jiips tlio boldest of all. Daring tho 
sight, their natural hunting time, they 
ittack draft animals, or oven men, 
within a few yards of tho campfires, 
and are a constant and serious danger to 
travelers iu districts remote from the 
iiain tracks of traders. From tho Zam- 
iezi, through Mashoualaud, aud north 
0 the Limpopo a chorus of complaints 
rises iu tlio < pages of recent travelers 
whose cattle or followers bavo suffered 
from their attacks. Mr. Selous hae re- 
corded tho pursuit of the post from Salis- 
bury by a lion, and the loss of tho mail 
bags, which the animal toro from the 
back of tho pack horso. Mr. Millais,

It must b 
understood that when u captivo balloon 
has been sent up the required height, th 
nock of tho balloon has to bo tied up s 
UB to prevent tho wind from exerting i 
pressure nu tho envelope und foroini_ 
out tho gas, which would result in tho 
balloon very shortly losing its lifting 
power and descending. In froo runs tho 
neck must always be wide open, for 
otherwise any euddcu expansion of gas 
might hurst the balloon. 
Hence if u 


ciiptivfl breaks away it is bound to niako 
au unduly rapid ascent, since it is snd- 
doulyreleased from tho restraint aa well 
us tlio weight ut the wiro rope. 


Of course in such uu emergency tlio 


gas would at once commence to expand 
furiously, and unless tho neck of the 
balloon were instantly opened uud kept 
open the envelope would inevitably 
burst. Iu the shocking accident at tho 
Crystal pulaco in 1892, when poor Dalo 
nnd his comrades lost their lives, tho 


loou was started with too much lift 


and commenced to rise with undue ra- 
pidity. Dale, the aeronaut, realizing the 
danger, opened tho neck and iu his anx- 
iety to see that it was clear looked into 
it, and it is supposed that his head 
checked the outrush of heated gas, with 
the result that tho envelope instantly 
burst, with terrible results.—Macmil 
lau's Magazine.
